TABLES ARE TURNED 


Airmen Reply to Attack So 
Effectively as to Make 
Foe Panic-Stricken 


LONDON, Sept. 24.— Two British 
aviators flying in one machine brought 
about the surrender of 65 Germans, 
and without leaving their plane, shep- 
herded the party across No Man's 
Land to the British lines, according to 
a story from the battlefield made 
public today. 

The pilot and his observer had been 
attacked from a trench and sunken 
road, The pilot dived and replied to 
the enemy fire with his machine gun, 
killing one and wounding three. The 
Ger..ans in a panic ceased firing and 
hoisted a white handkerchief, 

As there was no British infantry in 
that néighborhood, the pilot descended 
to wituin fifty feet of the ground and 
ordered the Germans out of the 
trenches, circling around them to in- 
sure that none escaped. Ail were 
safely brought in and handed over to 
the nearest British troops. The avia- 
tors then resumed their patrol.

| Display Remarkable Valor in 
Attack on Germans and 
Magyars 


TAKE NO PRISONERS 


Signalize with Victory First 
Appearance as Unit on 
Italian Front 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 24.-—-German 
and Maygar troops have been defeat- 
ed by a Czecho-Slovak unit on the 
| Italian front in a fierce battle which 
was concluded by the Czechs in a des- 
perate attack with daggers, says an 
official dispatch today from Rome. 
|The valor displayed by the Czecho- 
Slovaks was such that it brought from 
Premier Orlando of Italy this tele- 
gram of congratulation to the Czecho- 
Slovak division of the Czecho-Slovak 
national council in Paris: 

“Cordially express my admiration 
at the intrepid firmness and valor of 
the Czecho-Slovak division of the 
Alps Dosso Alto, where bravely a veo- 
ple fighting for its liberty conquered 


the aggressive fury fed by hate. May 
this be a good omen for the final 
battle and victory.” 

This action, the first in Italy in 


| which the Czecho-Slovaks operated as 
ja unit in their regular formation, 
took place on the Trento front last 
| Saturday. The enemy launched the 
attack, prepared with greatest secrecy, 
east of Lake Garda. It appears from 
the despatches that the Germans and 
Maygars had no definite territorial 
objective, but planned the stroke if 
the hope of gaining support for the 
Austrian claim that the Czechs would 
give way voluntarily when faced by 
an army of the country that so long 
had held them in subjugation.

It is believed in Rome and by offi- 
cials of the Czecho-Slovak headquar- 
ters here that.if the Austrians 
achieved even a local success they 
would, after executing as traitors any 
Czecho-Slovaks taken prisoner, have 
again affirmed that the Czechs do not 
wish to fight against Austria. 

In describing the battle the despatch 
says the assault was begun at day- 
break by picked detachments compos- 
ed exclusively of Maygars and Ger- 
mans under General Schezzier. The 
attack followed a destructive artillery 
fire, in which thousands of gas shelis 
were used. The Czecho-Slovaks went 
over the top to meet the foe and the 
first column was forced to retire. The 
second column, after desperate fight- 
ing, succeeded in cecupying a portion 
of the Czecho-Slovak position, but 
were driven out after a bloody battle, 
No prisoners were taken by either side, 
said the despatch.

Mr, Ford then ex- 
plained the steps taken by the cities, 
which included the meetings and the 
seeking of the advice of Mr, Adams, 
of the Commission of Conservation, 
for the purpose of producing a com: 
plete scheme of town-planning. 

Mr. Carpenter remarked that to 
put it bluntly, these outside lands had 

een assessed too highly and it was 
now proposed to assess them at more 
like their fair actual value. 

When the formation of the residen- 
tial and agricultural zones was being 
described, Mr. Carpenter asked what 
was to be done in the cases where a 
number of lots had been sold.

There are some stockmen who have 
had plenty of pasture on their ranches 
for the summer but will ship north 
for winter feeding. There will prob- 
abe also be a steady movement of 
feed into the south all winter as the 
arranrement holds good till May 1. 

At the present time there are very 
few cattle coming into the north but 
the number will, according to present 
prospects, quicken up considerably in 
October when the pasture gets low in 
the south. 

There is no complete check on the 
amount of frozen grain that has been 
bowsht for feed, but it is known that 
a good deal has been taken out of 
Vegreville, Killam, Strome, Mundare, 
Stony Plain, and other places.

| The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reports in a bulletin just received here 
its preliminary estimate of the aver- 
age yleld per acre of the principal 


grain crops in Canada, the condition 
| of fleld crops, the areas nproductive 
jand the stocks of wheat, barley and 
be in farmers’ hands, as compiled 
| ffm the reports of crop correspond- 
ents on August 31, The preliminary 
estimate of the total yields of grain, 
usually fssued at this date, is deferred 
| Pending completion of the compilation 
of the returns of areas sown, aa col- 
lected jointly throughout Canada by 
the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments, 

For the whole of Canada in 1918 
the average yield per acre is estimat- 
ed at 16% bushels for fall wheat as 
compared with 21% bushels last year 
and 23 bushels, the ten year average 
for Ld A For spring wheat the 
averagé is 12% bushels ag compa 
with 15% bushels last year ana eo 
bushels, the decennial average, For 
other grain crops the respective aver- 
ages are in bushels per acre as fol- 


lows: Oats, $3 as against 30% and 
35%; barley, 25%, as against 23 and 
27; rye, 16% against 18% and 18%; 
flax, 8 as against 6 % and 10%. For 
the prairie provinces the estimated 
average yields per acre for 1918 are 
as follows, the yields for 1917 and for 
the ten year period 1908-17 being 
Placed withing brackets Manitoba: 
Wheat, 27 (16%, 17%); oats, 88%

Areas Unproductive 

In consequence of drought and the 
severe frosts of Jufy, the areas in the 
three prairie provinces and in British 
Columbia that will fail to produce 
frain crops are exceptionally large. 
Crop correspondents were requested 
to estimate at the end of August the 
percentage of areas sown that would 
(a) prove a total loss and (b) that 
would be cut green. The returns 
show that for all four provinces 13 
p.c. of the area sown to wheat wil! be 
a total loss, whilst 13 p.c. will be cut 
green, the area not producting grain 
being therefore 26 p.c. For oats the 
percentages are 8 total loss, 15 p.c. cut 
green, 23 p.c. not producing grain; for 
barley 6 p.c. total loss, 7 p.c. cut 
green, 13 p.c. no grain; for rye 10 p.c.

TRIP OVERSEAS 


M. R. Jennings Tells Board of| 
Trade of Work of Board of 
Information

recent trip to England and the front 
as a member of the party of Canadian 
journalists, were given by M. KR. Jen- 
nings, president of the Board of Trade 
at the fortnightly luncheon of that 
organization Tuesday neon, The meet- 
ing was one of the most largely at- 
tended of the year, and the speaker 
was given an appreciative hearing a6 


| he recounted in an intimate way some 


incidents of their trip from the time 
they left American shores until they 
reached tiie front line trenches, He 
outlined the scope of the functions of 
the British Ministry of Information, 
under whose auspices the trip was 
taken, stating that they had three 
main objects, namely, the education of 
the British people and the Allies as 
to the causes and progress of the war, 
work among the neutral nations, and 
that among the enemy, citing one in- 
stance only of their methods in the 
latter respect, It is the Custom to 
select from a tepresentatye batch of 
prisoners a bright sergeant or other 
non-commissioned officer, and take 
him on a three or four days’ tour of 
inspection through the reserve lines of 
the allies, showing him the immense 
reserves of men, munitions and equip- 
ment, and after he has been thorough- 
ly Impressed with the tmmenee re- 
sources of the Allies in these respects, 
he is taken to the front line treiiches 
and sent baci to the German lines, the 
assumption being that he will there 
tell of the things which he has seen; 
and in actual practice it has been 
found that other prisoners ‘have men- 
tioned the stories which these return~ 
ed prisoners have recounted as to the 
slaying powers and material resources 
of the Allies, 
Tribute to Red Cross. 

A tribute was paid to the splonsié 
work being accomplished by the Red 
Cross, and the speaker mentioned vis- 
iting a dressing station, when a num 
ber of wounded men were being 
brought in, and in this particular ease 
the first man to receive attention was 
an Edmonton man, and the bandages 
which were applied were taken from @ 
box labeled “Edmonten Red Cross.” 
He stated emphatically his disbelief 
of the stories, which were evidently 
the work of enemy propagandists, to 
ihe effect that Red Cross supplies 
were being sold or wasted, The work 
in a Canadian hospital of Dr, Har- 
wood and Dr, Blais, both HKdmonton 
men, Was mentioned as an example of 
self-aacrifieing service being render~- 
ed by physteians from all parts of the 
empire. 

The visit to the great shipyards on 
the Clyde, the immense munition fac- 
tories and areoplane works were de- 
scribed in the most interesting man- 
ner, and it was evident from the per- 
sonal observation of the editors “that 
many new and efficient flighting de- 
vices would soon make thelr appear- 
ance, and would undoubtedly do ef- 
fective work. The new types of tanks 
and aeroplanes were described, One 
air machine of two thoysand horse- 
power, equipped with five engines of 
400 horsepower each and eapable of 
carrying @ plane loaded with bombs 
to Berlin and back in 16 hours without 
a stop, was one example of the won- 
dertul efficiency being achieved in 
this braneh of the service. 

The visit to the grand fleet, where 
350 fighting craft were assembled, 
was alse an interesting experience for 
the men from Canada, whe were af- 
forded an opportunity ef observing at
